opponents and even give space to their 
electoral addresses. Here each candidate 
issuee to his constituents a formal declar¬ 
ation of his principles a fortnight or so 
before the election. Of course there are 
three or four of these, eav, Gladstone’s 
Balfour’s, Morley’s and Chamberlain 
which possess a certain value, like the 
letters of acceptance of Presidential can¬ 
didates, as laying down and defining the 
issues on which the battle will be fought, 
In Amerioa we would take all the lesser 
people's principles for granted; but here 
every one of over 1,000 candidates, gets 
his address into the papers somewhere, 
and at least 50 of them orowd their way 
into the London press as items of general 
campaign intelligence. Bo, to, there is 
mach quiet fun provided for trans-Atlantic 
students of the situation by the bombshell 
effect that 

mckinlky’s new yohk hikkcii 
produced over here in tho Tory ranks. 
Only one line of it has been cabled over, 
that in which he said protectionists had a 
right to be cheerful when they found 
Salisbury ft convert to their dootrines ; but 
this was quite enough. Every dead wall 
in Sheffield, Birmingham, Leeds and other 
industrial centres in the great manufactur¬ 
ing districts is being placarded with it. 
Liberals from the nolth with whom I 
talked say that it forms the most powerful 
weapon they could possibly havo asked for. 
It will be especially servicable in the work 
of redeeming Lancashire, which swung 
heavily against Gladstone in 1886, but 
wbioh will be now most easily rallied 
against a party which is described as a 
convert by the author of the McKinley 
bill. Of course there is a good deal of 
unfairness in all this. Ninety-live per 
cent of the Tory Unionist party is as 
honestly wedded to free trade principles 
and as frankly convinced of the value of 
free trade to Great Britain as Gladstone 
himself. It is only two or three unconsidered 
underlings like Jim Lowther and Howard 
Vincent who as a rule talk protection 
nonsense, and occasionally stampede 
gatherings of party agents and district 
managers by eloquent tariff flapdoodle. It 
is the niisforsune of that party, thongh, to 
have at its head, a nobleman who is 
magnificently ignorant and contemptuous 
of what workday England thinks and feels 
and who has a grim sort of delight in 
letting this be known. That remark about 
protection at Hastings was one of those 
sardonic lapses of his which met with such 
a prompt, reverberating outcry of dissont 
from tho whole party that ho has never 
opened his mouth since. Now, just as his 
party leaders were hoping the country had 
forgotten that unhappy “ Bet ire," along 
comes McKinley to remind everyliodv of it

SULLIVAN'S TALL STORY. 


Ingeniously Inhuman Conduct with Which 
II* Cbsrgci s Farmer. 

Ten days ago Henry 8u van, a prosper- 

otu farmer and cattle rah r of Forsythe, 
Me . left home to go to » m. gh boring lows, 
where he purposed buyinr a number of 
cattle. Since that time no» riing was heard 
of him until to-dsy, when te wsiked into 
his home looking so haggard, unkempt, and 
disreputable that uo one recognized him. 
He told a strange story of hu mishaps 
while absent which investigation substan¬ 
tiates. 

Some time ago, in making a deal with 
Charles Wilson, a farmer, Sullivan got the 
best of him to the extent of several thou¬ 
sand dollars. This so preyed upon Wilson, 

eccentric bachelor, that he determined 
upon a fiendish revenge. In a deep caffon 
near the road which Sullivan travelled was 
a large cave whicli no one had ever explored, 
and which was reputed to be the den of 
ferocious wild animals and venomous rep¬ 
tiles. 

Assaulting Sullivan at a point near tbe 
cave, Wilson dragged his captive into it. 
Stripping him naked, he bound him firmly 
to a giant column and left him. Here, 
with the slime from the cave diipping on 
him und with vermin, bugs and repulsive 
worms crawling over him, Sullivan spent 
several days of unspeukable agony and 
misery. 

It wus not his captor’s plan to kill him at 
once. He w as to die by inches. Each day 
he visited Sullivan, bringing with him just 
food enough to prolong life and to make his 
sufferings u thousand times worse than the 
agony of death. What Sullivan suffeied, 
he says, can never be told. It was worse 
than the torments of hell. His fiendish 
captor would bHng heaped-up dishea of 
food, and. placing it just beyond his reach, 
would gloat over hu agony. A week of tiiis 
and the prisoner wus so weak und mentally 
such i w reck that Wilson, fearing he might 
die before he had satisfied his revenge, 
adopted milder tactics, und fed him hbefally 
for a few days. 

In one of the efforts made with revived 
strength Sullivan broke hi* bonds and fled. 
He found his w ay home and told his pitiful 
story to hu wife, who started the authori¬ 
ties on the truck of the inhuman Wilson. 
The lultcr lias fled, and, k* yet, no traces 
of him have been found. If ho is caught no 
court of justice will try him. 

Sullivan is u mental and physical wreck 
a* the result of nis suffering* in the cave of 
horrors. — Philadelphia Press. 

A Woman With a llnlrpln. 

“What a woman can do with a hairpin" 
is thus amusingly set forth in a Scottish 
paper : “A woman cau do more with a 
nuirpin lliun a man can do with any ona 
instrument in existence. The takes it to 
button her boot*, to crimp Aivr hair, to 
lasten her hut on, to buttoiHMer gloves and 
the w ild buttons of her dress, and to pin 
her veil.

BACK 


Ouk local contemporary is nothing 
if not misleading. Its articles have 
seldom the merit of being logical, but 
this is made up for in part by the fact 
that they are nearly always amusing. 
In no issue of that journal is this better 
exemplified however than in that of 
last week in an article dealing with the 
proposition submitted to the House by 
Sir Richard Cartwright in opposition 
to the infamous redistribution bill 
which the goveinment is now doing 
its best to force upon the country—a 
bill so odious that even Messrs, Mc¬ 
Carthy and O’Brien, both suppoitcis 
of the government, took exception to, 
— as being wrong in principle and 
unworthy of the support of honest or 
honorable men,as it is unworthy of any 
government, much less one which has 
so strong a lollowing in the House, as 
his that of Abbott and Thompson. It 
is true that Sir Richard Cartwright 
did propose, as a minimum of the evils 
sought to be imposed upon the people 
of this province, to unite South Gren 
ville and North Leeds, as well as Len 
nox and Frontenac, in order that the 
extra representation sought might be 
given to Toronto and Algoma, but 
that either Sir Richard Cartwright or 
Messrs Mills and I^urier are “com¬ 
mitted to the plan of depriving this 
county ol an independant representa¬ 
tive ” we deny. Nor is this borne 
out by the conduct of either of these 
gentlemen in their discussion of the 
matter, for oven the Beaver admits 
that 14 only a day or two before the 
Reformers all voted against any 
division or cutting up of the counties 
for representative purposes,” Step 
by stop have these gentlemen as well 
as eVery Refurm member in the House 
opposed the iniquity of the provisions 
of this bill, and it was as a last resort, 
and being the least of the evils likely 
to be imposed, that they were willing 
to assent to this proposition at all. 
Men may be driven into accepting 
many things which are not palatable or 
pleasing to them, because by doing-s y 
they are accepting the least of two 
evils and this, we contend, is the 
position which • Messrs. Cartwiight 
Mill^ and Lauiier wore forced into in 
order that a score or two of other con¬ 
stituencies might escape being cut and 
carved by the governing paity under 
the plea of equalization, but in reality 
to make a few more safe Tory ridings 
But again, if it had been the desire ot 
these gentlemen to unite tho counties 
named, would they have voted a day 
or two before, or at all, “ against any 
division or cutting up of the bounties 
for representative purposes,” and 
actually against any tampering with 
county boundaries? The tiling is 
absurdly ridiculous, and hardly needs 
to be pointed out to intelligent men to 
show the nonsensical reasoning of 
those who will stoop to anything in 
order, if possible to make a little local 
political capital. Who then is dividing 
and cutting up counties for representa 
tive purposes, and why was it necessary 
for the Reformers to vote against it? 
Is it the Tones? Well yes, and fo 
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homes, and will do so to yours if you will 
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of Lenuox and that the township is 
bounded by the township of Kingston 
in the county of Frontenac on the east 
und that instead of a dozen of miles or 
more intervening between Lennox and 
Frontenac there is actually no distance 
at nil. But lest some of our readers 
have not seen the reference to this 
matter in the Beaver we give its own 
words as follows ; 

Of course every intelligent reader of the 
Beaver knows that no part of Lennox 
county proper lies within a dozen miles or 
more of Frontenac, and the two parts of a 
oounty such as Sir Richard and his sup¬ 
porters now propose to patch up, could not 
bo reached from each othor without travel 
ling entirely across Addington. 

The object of our contemporary is 
of course, to show that it is a geo 
graphical impossibility to unite the 
two counties named and thus it suc¬ 
ceeds in nothing so well as in showing 
its own ignoiance of the geography of 
its own county. Ernestown is to-day 
as much a part of the county of Len¬ 
nox as is Richmond or Fredericksburg 
and the sooner our contemporary 
learns and recognizes the fact the less 
liable will it be to be laughed at or 
ridiculed as an educator of the people. 
We append that part of Sir Richard’i 
proposition under discussion. Han¬ 
sard reports him as follows: 

Kir Richard Cartwright. Hon. gentle 
me n opposite have invited suggestions; they 
have declared that they desire as far as 
possible to have a fair and just redistribu¬ 
tion measuro, they have laid down several 
principles; they desire, as they tell us, _to 
have a minimum of disturbance, they de¬ 
sire to have as few constituencies meddled 
with as possible. The Minister of Militia 
has just express- d his fcgiet that he was 
obliged to disturb some of these constitu¬ 
encies now under consideration, and he 
would have preferred to have given the 
members to tboso constituencies, had the 
growth of Ontario permitted, without any 
disturbance. 1 am going to make a pro¬ 
position to lion, gentlemen opposite which 
will be, 1 think, on the faco of it in accor¬ 
dance with all the principles they have laid 
down, which will l>o perfectly fair and just, 
which will equalize as far as inay be the 
representation, and which will meet in on# 
word as nearly a* possible all the conditions

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of Toronto, and you will avoid the injas 
tioe which is now being committed in ! \1 
wiping out my hon. friend from North j 
Wentworth (Mr. Bain), and disturbing the 
condition of some eight or nine oonstitu- a 
encie# in the immediate vicinity^* There, . 
Sir is a proposition winch ought to 00 m- , 
mend itself to all hon. gentlemeu who de- I 
aire, as they tell us, to have simply and 
solely a fair and equitable redistribution. 


THE PROTEST. 

The protest has by order of Mr. 
Justice Falconbridge been fixed for' 
trial for November 14th, so on that 
date we will know to a certainty, so 
far as a court of justice can penetrate 
these matters, by what means Mr. U. 
Wilson w*s elected to represent the 
riding of Lennox in the house of Com¬ 
mons. The readers of the Express 
will be pleased to kno\^ that evidence 
upon oath will be taken and'a full in¬ 
vestigation had into the acts of the 
respondent and his followers, but some 
will be disappointed to Rear that the 
trial will not be had until the middle 
of November. TJpon the hearing before 
the judge Mr. Aylesworth who was 
acting for the petitioner asked to have 
the trial fixed for an earlier date. 
This proposition was opposed by the 
counsel for the respondent on the 
ground that lie (Mr. Wilson) would 
not have time to prepare for trial. 
The election was held in February 
last and our member has known ever 
sinde that his election was under pro¬ 
test, yet six months are not enough to 
prepare for trial. We have always 
understood that innocent men were 
always ready for the light and feared 
no investigation. The judge however 
fixed tho 14th of Novembor not so 
much out of consideration for the re¬ 
spondent’s plea for time but owing to 
the fact that during the greater por¬ 
tion of September and October the 
judges would be engaged ill tho fall 
circuits. Leave Was also granted to 
the ro>pondcnt to issuo an order for 
particulars to be delivered at least 
fifteen days before tho trial. It is the 
duty of every elector in tho riding 
who resjioctS his country and his own 
good name anu who bolieves in honest 
government and fair play to pin this

Tn K Manit'jba Legislature was 
dissolved on fijonday, polling takes 
place on July 23rd. 


Tiif. lion. Edward Blake and his 
son sailed from Rimouski on Saturday 
last, in the Allan Line steamship 
Parisian. He will be returned for the 
North Division of Longford county, 
and will reach the old countiy in time 
to take an active part in the election 
campaign. 


L\ January last, it will be remem¬ 
bered, Messrs. Symington and Wilson 
were candidates for the deputy-reeve- 
slwp, Mr Wilson being elected. The 
other day Mr Wilson was elected 
county clerk, and consequently had to 
resign his position on the Town 
Council. Hence in ail fairness, Mr 
Symington should now be elected as 
deputy reeve for the balance of the 
year. Our friends of the Conservative 
party say they do not want all the 
offices and have been talking compro- 
nusc, and thus got their nominee, 
Mr Wilson, elected as clerk. Turn 
about is fair play, and speaking for 
the Reform party, we claim that Mr 
Symington should be deputy-reeve for 
the balance of the' year, and thus save 
th^cost of a contest. If it is decided 
to do other than this, the ratepayers 
will appreciate at its proper value the 
cry of economy often heard on the 
lips of municipal conservatives about 
election time. 


Tiif. value of the energetic opposi¬ 
tion to the Gerrymander was demon¬ 
strated the other day when the 
Government abandoned some of the 
worst features of the proposed bill 
having reference to the province of 
Quebec. The Tory press, and 
“ loyal ’’ Tories outside of the press, 
have been talking al out the waste of 
time caused by the Giits in opposing 
the rascally legislation as set forth by 
Sir John Thompson, but the result 
justifies their continued opposition. 
It may he very irksome to somo of 
the Tory members to be made to 
attend a long session, and at least 
make a show of earning their in¬ 
demnity ; but it is the duly of all rep¬ 
resentatives who have any respect foi 
themselves or regard for their country 
to resist any unjust legislation to the 
very uttermost, even though Parlia¬ 
ment should sit until Christmas. The 
Tories who are shouting tho most 
about the “ wasto ” and expense of a 
long session, have not yet been heard 
from as to the boodling of Sir Adolphe 
Caron, nor of its cost to the country. 

Tiie nomination of Mr Cleveland 
for President by the Democrats is a 
marked step in advance as viewed by 
tariff reformers. Liberals everywhere 
will watch the contest with interest, 






for the Reformers to vote against it? 
Is lithe Tones? Well yes, and for 
onc$ the Beaver indirectly admits the 
cutting and slashing proposed to be 
done in order that a couple of represen¬ 
tatives may bo given to the larger 
places named is done by its own 
purty. We have no interest in defend¬ 
ing Sir Richard Cartwright or any¬ 
body else and would not do so in this 
case had he not used every argument, 
in common with every reformer in the 
House, to induce the government to 
take a more honorable couise, and 
distribute the counties in accordance 
with equity, having regard to the 
various municipal and county bound- 
aries. It it no crime in the eyes of 
some men to legislate half a dozen 
reformers out of the House and to do 
away with a Wentworth and one or 
two others in a part of the country 
where reformers are strong in num¬ 
bers, but it would be according to 
these same men a heinous crime *o 
make any changes at or near their o\^n 
homes. To show the iniquity and 
unfairness of the redistribution bill of 
1882 (and this one is equally perni¬ 
cious) we need only refer to the fact 
that in the general elections of last 
year the reformers had a majority of 
more than 7,000 of the popular vote, 
and yet the government elected some 
four #r five more members to the 
llQuse of Commons than did the 
party who outvoted them by the num¬ 
ber stated. This in itself should con¬ 
vince every fair-minded man that our 
opponents are unscrupulous and that 
the present Bill is anything but fair to 
the opposition and is an infringement 
on the rights of the people, calculated 
as it is to advantage ono party at the 
expense of the other, and that, too 
when there is so little gain in the pop¬ 
ulation of the province. Not only did 
Sir Richard Cartwright and reformers 
support Mr McCarthy’s amendment, 
but they asked the government to 
appoint a committee composed of 
both parties to consider the details of 
a measure which would be fair to both 
parlies according to British practice, 
i’his was of course rejected, und the 
same parties then tried to limit the 
gerrymander to those provinces where 
the increase of population called for 
changes. This was also voted down 
and every reasonable objection 
emanating from them has been 
answered by the Older to “ call in the 
members.” The clauses referring to 
Prince Edward Island, which is vir¬ 
tually intended to relegate Mr Davies, 
die leader of the opposition in that 
province, to private life, also called 
forth hostile criticism from no less than 
three government supporters, as well 
as the whole of the Liberals in the 
House, and no matttr how much in 
terested parties may try to nuke peo 
pie believe that the ministerialists are 
acting in unison on this question, the 
fact remains that many of them are 
heartily ashamed of the Bill and are 
only kept under control hy the party 
whip, and the fear that it they show 
any independence the government 
may bring such pressure to bear 
among their constituents as to leave 
them at home at another election. 

In conclusion we would just say that 
while vve are not surprised at the 
utterances of our contemporary in deal¬ 
ing with the proposition under con¬ 
sideration (for it enables it to have 
a ding at the hated Cartwright) we 
are more than surprised at its ignor¬ 
ance of the boundaries of this county. 
One would think that a resident of 
Napaneo for the best part of a life- 
tune would know what townships con¬ 
stitute tho county or riding in which he 
lives, but it seems that he does not, or 
did not know, that the township of

representation, and which will meet in one 
word as nearly &• possible all tho conditions 
laid down on several occasions by the 
MiniBter of Justice, repeated on the present 
occasion by tho Minister of Militia and 
advocated by a good many of the hon. gen¬ 
tlemen opposite who have spoken on this 
subject. The blot on this measure, an 
everybody knows perfectly well, is this: 
that the constituencies, aw a mass, which 
lie,west of the city of Toronto are scaresty 
represented in accordance with their popa 
lation. Tho 35 constituencies which lie 
east of Toronto aro at this moment repres¬ 
ented utterly disproportionately to their 
numerical strength. Those 35 constitu¬ 
encies, as I pointed out a few nights ago, 
contain nearly 0H8.000 people. They have 
35 members. On an average 19,709 people 
east of Toronto have as great a vjice in 
tho representation of this country as 23,200 
people west of Toronto. That, I submit, 
is a blot and a very great and palpable blot 
on tho scheme of redistribution proposed 
What is overlooked all through this discus 
sion is tho very great discrepancy which is 
apparent, a great many instances of which 
I gave a few nights ago, between the west¬ 
ern and eastorn sections. All sorts of ab 
.v'ird attempts havo been made to equalize 
the population and account for tho discre¬ 
pancy, but tho bare fact remains that east 
of Toronto you have a population of less 
than 700,000 with 35 representatives, that 
east of Toronto the average constituency 
has a population of 3,200 below the unit, 
while west of Toronto the constituencies 
have populations several hundreds above 
the unit. I grant that hon. gentlemen 
opposite, if they disturb the representation 
at all, are justified in adding a representa¬ 
tive to Toronto and a representative to 
Algoma ; but if they refuse to adopt the 
proposition of the hon. member for Both- 
v/tll (Mr. Mills) to go to the root of the 
matter and have a reasonable distribution 
which would do away with the iniquities 
of the gerrymander of 1hs2, then, on every 
ground of fair play, they are bound to 
take the two additional representatives 
wanted for Toronto and Algoma from the 
district which lies east of Toronto, which 
is to day represented to tho extent of 20 
per cont more than it is legally entitled to. 
The suggestion which I am about to pro¬ 
pose is briefly this : Let us take the four 
smallest constituencies in Ontario, which 
us it happens lio contiguous to one another 
and let uh unite those four 2 and 2. There¬ 
by wo will obtain with a minimum of dis¬ 
turbance and perfect equity and fairness 
the two representatives desired for Toronto 
and the district of Algoma. Let us not 
interfere or meddle with any other of the 
constituencies in tho province. In that 
way tho only disturbance will be in connec¬ 
tion with those four constituencies and 
tue grunting tho two members to Toronto 
and Algoma. It is perfectly woll known 
that there are in tho east four constituen¬ 
cies containing smaller population than 
the couetitueucies which hon gentlemen 
opposite propose to disturb. Therd is 
North Leeds and Grenville, with a popula¬ 
tion of 12,900, and South Grenville with s 
population of 13,000. I propose that you 
should unito thoso two constituencies into 
ono, which would lmve a population of 26, 
000 at the outside. They aro not by any 
meanB growing counties aud are not likely 
to increase in population. You will even 
then have constiuencies very considrably 
smallor than a very large number of the 
constituencies in the west. You would 
havo u constituency smaller than Essex 
South, than Essex North, smaller than 
Kent, smaller than East Simcoe, smaller 
than North Simooe, smaller than East 
York, sma^sr than West York, smaller in 
fact, than half a dozen of the constituencies 
that lie to the westward. They would give 
you ono of your members, and by uniting 
tho < ouyties of Frontonac and Lennox, one 
with a population of 14,000 and the other 
of about 13,000 you could obtain a small 
unit out of these smaller constituencies, 
which if you chose to nnite the suburb of 
Portsmouth to the city of Kingston would 
give you a constituency very little in exoees 
of the unit. I point out to the House that 
in that way you will have the minimum of 
disturbance, and you will redress partially 
the enormous inequality that now exists 
between these two sections of the provinoe 
which are east and west of Toronto. You 
will also have an opportunity of giving 
effect to ail the declarations that have been 
made that the Government desires only to 
do what is fair and just. Nothing oould be 
fairer or more just than to take these two 
seats from these 85 oonstitencies, whioh 
are very much over represented. After 
these two seats are taken away from the 
territory east of Toronto you will still have 
33 members for a population of 688,000 
—that is to say, the unit will continue to 
be at least 2,000 and more below the regular 
unit unoD whioh representation ought to 
be readjusted. You will do no injustice in 
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government and fair play to pin this 
date, Novkmuku 14th, lW 2 . In their 
hat and to rommnber that on that date 
the doings of Uriah Wilson and his 
agents at the last election will be ven¬ 
tilated. It will be well to remember 
too that Mr. Wilson can also on that 
lay bo called ujkju to account for any 
personal acts of his of a questionable 
character during tho campaign of 1«0L 
Those in charge of the petition inform 
us that they have met with hearty co¬ 
operation in thcir'spfforts to collect 
evidenco from all paris of tho ridiflg. 
The reports sent in indicate care and 
careful research aud the thanks of the 
Reform Association aro duo to the 
men who have so faithfully and dili¬ 
gently done this work. Bin dou’t 
stop there! Don’t leave it to the com¬ 
mittee appointed at tho annual con¬ 
vention to .do all this work! Lot 
every Reformer report to head-quarters 
or to the nearest member of tho com¬ 
mittee all the evidence he has. It 
may appear trilling to you but 
but you don’t know what good turn 
it may serve. Hundreds of charges 
cannot he worked up by two or three 
men alone and the little bit of evidenco 
that th/s indifferent Reformer has may 
be the missing link in a whole chain. 
Too much stress cannot he laid upon 
this point. The people of the riding 
are furnishing the money to push tho 
protest forward and the people so far 
have furnished the evidence upon 
which the charges will be based. Do 
not bo content when you know that 
enough is already in to unseat the 
present member. That ill not all ! 
Under tho preseu^Jaw the proceedings 
before the court will partake more of 
the nature of an inquisition and the 
fullest investigation will bo permitted. 
Sir John Thompson refused a com¬ 
mittee to Mr. Edgar to investigate the 
Caron charges and invited him to pro¬ 
ceed with them if he w’ished by moans 
of an ordinary election trial, when he 
knew such a course was impossible. 
Such bluff and bluster is very well on 
the Boor of the House. The electors 
of Lennox arc not barred by any 
Statute of Limitations from investiga¬ 
ting tho way elections aro won in this 
part of Ontario. Let us take Sir John 
Thompson at his word aud enquire 
into the inner machinery of 1 he Ontario 
“influence.’’ Perhaps the icvelations 
will not be much more cheering to 
him and his friend Mr. Haggart than 
were those of tho Caron trial. Tue 
Reformers of Lennox have it in their 
power to make for themselves a nan.o 
by taking the lead in this ventilating 
process. It is true you have no head¬ 
quarters from which you can draw 
your $1,000 or $2,000 tip shove a protest. 
You have no bosses and sub-bosses 
ready to distribute the boodle hags, 
and the only hope for our country 
rests upon tho fact that there is a 
party ready to rescue Cauada from the 
tyrant’s clutches—a party which has 
taught against boodle, bribery aud 
corruption, a party whose leaders aro 
honest men and whose principle^ 
founded upon justice and equality 
must prevail over the policy of the 
present government which robs the 
poor to make the rich richer. The 
Reform party has ever been the stand¬ 
ard bearer of honor and fair play. 
Now has come the time for the Re¬ 
formers of Lennox to uphold the prin¬ 
ciples of the party to which they 
belong! Now you have an opportunity 
to vindicate your rights. You may 
set a noble example to your weaker 
brethren in other counties and man¬ 
fully take this first step towards shak¬ 
ing off the oppressor's yoke. Lst every 
man enter this protest with his whole 
heart and the result will amply repay 
you for all the money, time and trouble 
you have spent in pushing this matter 
to the extreme limit.

WHY THE SUN SHINES. 


AN INTERESTING AND TIMELY ARTI¬ 
CLE BY PROF. C. A YOJJNG. 


The Sun Has lWys of All Kinds, Visible 

aud Invisible—-It Is So Hot, too. That It 

Cannot Burn—The Essence of Combus¬ 
tion-Valuable Information. 

buulight is many times brighter than any 
artificial light, lienee has arisen a rather 
common idea that-there is something mys¬ 
terious about it, that sunshine cannot be 
explained in the’^same way as the light of a 
flame, for instance. 

Tho sun shines simply because it is hot— 
tremendously so. The sun doeB not shine 
as fireflies and glow worms do; they give 
light only, without much heat, emitting 
enly rays that affect the eyes. 

The sun sends off ravs of all kinds—not 
•nly such as are risible, but others which 
are invisible and yet are powerful in their 
action upon a photographic plate, and still 
others which are equally invisible but brifig 
an immense amouut of warmth to the earth. 

The visible rays of the sun—its light, in 
the strict sense of the word light—form but 
a small fraction of its whole radiation. 
Now only very hot bodies act in this way. 
“Phosphorescent” bodies, which emit visi¬ 
ble rays alone with others in their com¬ 
pany, may be cool while thev shine ; not 
so those which send out all kinds of rays 
together. 

That the sun is really most intensely hot 
is directly shown by means of a burning 
glass. 

Many years ago a great lens of this sort, 
nearly four feet across, was mado iu Eng¬ 
land as a present to the Emperor of China. 
Beforo it was sent off soino experiments 
were made wfth it, and the results were 
rery interesting and instructive. When 
properly set up in bright sunshine aud ad¬ 
justed it gathered all tho rays that fell upon 
its broad surface into u small bright spot 
called the “locus” (the word means “fire¬ 
place,”) and there tho concentrated heat 
woa so intense that nothing could bo found 
to withstand it. The focus was hotter than 
the intensest flame wo know how to make, 
so that even liino and platinum molted iu it 
like wax. 

Now the point is that such a focus can 
never be quite so hot as thu surface of the 
sun itself. Iu this case it is only about as 
hot us it would t# at a distance from tho 
sun equal to tho moon’s distance from the 
earth.

A MIXED-UP FAMILY. 


Extraordinary Domestic OomptloaMons 
That a New York Lawyer Ran Against. 

“I have heard of a good many singularly 
complicated family tloa," said a lawyer of 
this city, “hut I happened to be present at 
a murder trial in Pennsylvania onoe, in the 
course of which was developed a mixed-up 
condition of domestic relationship such as 
was never beforo put off record. , A man 
named John Lefevre was being tried on a 
charge of murdering his wife. The prison¬ 
er was a man 60 years of ags. The wife he 
was alleged to haVe killed was his second 
one. Twenty years before she married Le¬ 
fevre she had married a man named Samuel 
Cooper, from whom she procured a divorce. 
She took their three children with 4ier and 
married Andrew Grabe, a neighbor. The 
wife Lefevre had then eras a relative of 
Grabe, and the two families lived near 
neighbors. Not long.after Mrs. Cooper 
married Grabs it became common talk tnat 
she and John Lefevro were unduly inti¬ 
mate. Finally Lefevre's wife died. Then 
Mrs. Grabs obtained a divorce from her 
seoond husband and again taking the three 
children of her first husband, Samuel 
Cooper, with her, married John Lefevro. 
Samuel Cooper, by the gray, had remarried 
soon after his wife got her divaeco. and he 
aud his second wife lived within a quarter 
of a mile of the Grabes and Lefevres. 
Lefevre and hia new wife did not live 
happily together, but they were on cor¬ 
dial terms with the Grabe family. Andrew 
Grabe having married again immediately 
sifter his first wife was divorced frfim him, 
his second wife being a sister of John Le¬ 
fevre. Samuel Cooper’s second wife was a 
sister of his first wife. Thus Mrs. Lefevre 
lived with her third husband and her first 
husband's^hildren close neigl^ors to her 
first husband and her aeebnd husband, each 
of whom had become her brother-in-law. 
Samuel Cooper had also become by his sec¬ 
ond marriage uncle to his children by his 
fk6t wiffe. 

“John Lefevre lived unhappily with his 
third wife, .for he Bhared the belief of 
others that she had become intimate with 
Samuel Cooper, her first divorced husband 
and father oi her children. At last Mrs. 
Lefevre was found dead wttb her neck 
broken and her skull crushed, at the foot of 
a long flight of stairs in; her house. Her 
sister, Susan Habbercorn, suspected that 
Mrs. Lefevre's husband had murdered her. 
On her charge Lefevre was arrested and 
placed on trial. Andrew Grabe, the dead 
woman’/ divorced second husband was 
drawn on the jury, and Samuel Cooper, her 
first divorced husband was a witness in the 
case, but, of course, Grabs was not impan¬ 
elled. On the witness stand it was elicited 
from Miss Hnbbercorn that she herself had 
been twice married and twice divorced. 
Her first husband was a cousin of Andrew 
Grabe. Her second husband was a brother 
of John Lefevre's firBt wife. Miss Habber¬ 
corn admitted, also, that she was engaged 
to be married aguin, that time to a brother 
of .Samuel Cooper, her dead sister’s first di¬ 
vorced husband. The jury disagreed on 
the murder trial, and I don’t kuow how it 
resulted finally ; but that was a mixed up 
family, wasn’t it !”—New York Sun. 

No Getting I'setl to Earthquakes. 

It is a curious fact that the earthquake 
scare is the one danger to which wo can 
never become accustomed by familiarity. 
Tho oftener we feel it tho more we become 
demoralized. I cannot better illustrate 
this thun by a story told ine by Col. Bailey 
Peyton, United States Minister to Chili 
in 1852, and City Attorney of San Fran 
cisco in 1856. 

To a party of friouds in 1856 he said : 
“Boys, it's of no use talking ; we can be 
come accustomed to all dangers, no matter 
how imminent, by familiarity, except tho 
danger of earthquakes. The more you foel 
’em the more you don’t like ’em, and the 
worse you hate 'em. I have heard the 
whistle of bullets and tho roar of carfflon in 
battle, and never dodged. But tny experi¬ 
ence in Chili took the starch out of me. I 
had beon but a few days in Hsntiaga, the 
capital of Chili, when I visited tho loading 
store on the Piaza in the city. While 
standing behind the counter, in an instant, 
without any premonition, the proprietor 
and twenty clerks simultaneously leapod 
the counter and rushed out of the front 
dnor. I looked at them in astonishment 
and said to myself: ‘Are you crazy? 
What’s tho matter with them?’ Slowly 
they returned to their places. I asked 
them what was the matter. Thev renlied:

ROBT. LIGHT. 
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There is no question that the ann a sur¬ 
face is intensely hot ; and if bo it must ehine 
of neceaiity. 

iJS’cxt comoa the queation, “What makes 
it hot ? ’ 

Until the days of electricity neurly all 
our artificial lighta eatno from flainoa in 
which something waa btirning ; is the aun'a 
aurface, then, a uurtfing Haim ? 

No, it ia too hot to burn. 

The very eascnco of combuation, or burn¬ 
ing, ia that two or more chemical elementa 
are entering into combination with each 
other, producing heat in the proceea. When 
a stick of wood burns the oxygen of the air 
is seizing upon and combining with the 
hydrogen and aarbon that mainly compose 
the wood ; and the molecules of carbon, 
after their hydrogen partners have combin¬ 
ed with oxygen companions, themselves 
arc attracted oy other oxygen molecules, 
uud glow and shine for a while until con¬ 
sumed and converted by the new union in-* 
to the so-called carbonic acid. Now, this 
combination of oxygen and carbon produces 
a certain fixed temperature, which can 
never be exceeded l>y a flame involving 
.those materials, and if the molecules of 
oxygen and hydrogen, or of oxygen and 
carbon come together at a higher tem¬ 
perature, i.e., in some place where it is 
already hotter than thev could make it 
by their tfliion, they refuse to combine. 
Nay, further, if vapor of water, or carbolic 
acid gas, be exposed to such a tempera¬ 
ture their composite molecules come 
to pieces, so to speak—to use the tech¬ 
nical term the hydrogen and oxygen or the 
carbon and oxygen are “dissociated”—to 
combine again as soon as the temperature 
falls sufficiently. 

Now, the sun’s surface in in all probabil¬ 
ity hotter than the “dissociation” tempera¬ 
ture of any elements kuown to be present 
there, and this is what we mean by saying 
that the substances of the sun are “too hot 
to barn.” 

But there are other ways than burning by 
which heat inny ho generated and the 
temperature raised beyond any limit 
known. • 

A smith, by hammering a nail, with 
proper precautions, can make it red-hot. 
In boring a bole with a gimlet both wood 
and gimlet are heated. Sometimes car 
axles are heated by friction till they set the 
cor on fire. In compressing air for certain 
machinery it is made intensely hot, so that 
means have to be used to prevent it doing 
damage. 

Now it is believed that the sun is a great 
l<all of gases and vapors, kept hot by its 
shrinkage in size. 

There is no question that the shrinkage 
of suoh a ball under the forco of the mutual 
attraction of its particles must heat it. It 
can be proved mathematically—it is not a 
mere snattCT'of guesswork or opinion—that 
if the sun ds now shrinking at such a rate 
that its dmmeter diminishes more than 
about 300 feet u year it must be growing 
continually hotter. If the shrinkage 
ia less than this it may be cooling of! 
■lowly. 

Almost all astronomers agree iu sup¬ 
posing that at one timo, ages ago, 
the sun was a great whirling nebula 
or cloud, filling the whole space now 
occupied by the solar system, and 
lhat the Bystcin has come into its present 
condition by the slow condensation of this 
primeval cloud. The smaller globes—the 
planets -have solidified aud ceased to 
dhriuk to any great extent, and so have 
cooled dowu more or less completely, like 
the earth. But iu the great central globe 
the process is not finished, and is not like 
lv to be for millions of years to come, so 
that it still glows with a fiery heat that 
lie furnace cau rival, and blazes with a 
brilliance more dazzling than any human 
art cau produce. 

For myself I do not think it necessary 
to look farther for an explanation of the in¬ 
tensity of sunlight. w 

But there are some who do not feel quite 
satisfied and are disposed to call in the aid 
of electrical action. 

It is true, of course, that a thing can be 
heated, and that to a temperature beyond 
auy known limit, t>y passing through it an 
electric current of sufficient intensity. The 
carbon filaineut in an electric (incandes¬ 
cent) lamp is not “burning,” but is made 
hot and luminous by the current flowing 
through it. 

Those therefore, who are dissatisfied 
with the mechanical explanation of the 
solar heat as produced by shrinkage, main¬ 
tain that the sun’s light is generated by in¬ 
tense electric currents circulating upon its 
surface. 

It would take too loig to show why this 
is hardly likely and the discussion would 
not bo suited to these columns ; but there 
is no way known in which electric currents 
of sufficient power could bs mads to act 
ever the whole surface of a sphere at once,

San Francisco Chronicle. 

Oil From a Wliule Calmed the Hen, 

A terrific storm, driving before it a huge 
sea like a tidal wave, struck the British 
steamship Dewsland on March 10 in lati¬ 
tude 11 !•*>, longitude 27 20', while bound 
from Bilbao to Philadelphia, deep laden 
with jSpanish iron ore. The wind blew 
with great fury from the northwest, and a 
heavy cross sea soon sprung up and broke 
over the vessel from nil points of iho com 
pass. An effort was made to run thu vessel 
before tbo w ind, but without success. She 
would not pay of]*, ow ing to tho heavy wind 
and sea, utid u lull in the storm made it 
possible to put thu vessel's head again to 
the sea. Stiil sho labored heavily. But 
suddenly the waters subsided almost as 
quick as they bad riBun, when wlmt appear¬ 
ed to be a black rock was seen some diHiunce 
away. Ah the vessel approached closer it 
proved to be a dead whale of immense size. 
The carcass was at least six feet above the 
surface of the water, and covered with 
countless birds of all sizes and descriptions. 
A stream of sperm oil was oozing out upon 
the sea in all directions from the fatty 
derelict, which ull itawda^^neleive had the 
effect of quelling the hcavy&fciw The effi¬ 
cacy of oil was first discovered l>ysw w halers 
watching the efleet upon tho sea nety dead 
whales. — Philadelphia Record.

"I am glad to record that my friendly 
relations with foreign powers remain un¬ 
altered. 

"Treaties hare been duly ratified refer¬ 
ring tho difference* with the United States 
with respect to the Behring Sea to arbi¬ 
tration.” 

Referring to the bills passed ut the session 
just ended, the speech says that the ar¬ 
rangements that Parliament has made en¬ 
abling workingmen to purchase agricultural 
holdings will increase the class of culti¬ 
vating owners, which is of greut importance 
to the state. 

The application to Ireland of the edu¬ 
cational measure* recently adopted in Great 
Britain will confer great bonefits upon the 
people of that country. 

Tbs speech conclude*: "In closing this 
Parliament, which has been unusually 
laborious, and also highly fruitful In benefi¬ 
cent legislation, 1 thank you -for the 
nssiduous performance of your momentous 
duties during tho past six years, and 
heartily commend you to the favor of 
Almighty God.”

FURTHER CONCERNIMG HIS CANA¬ 
DIAN CAREER. 


He Wes Forced to Marry One of Ule Vlo¬ 
ti m* In Quebec—Arraigned lu the Lon¬ 
don police Coart—The Testimony of a 
Polloe Decoy. 

London, June 29. —Thomas Neill was 
again brought up in Bow-street Police 
Court yerterday and was again remanded. 

’ John Haynes became acquainted with 
Neill about a year ago, and, struck by his 
peculiarities, studied bim closely. Neill 
talked to him about the poisoning of the 
Marsh and Shrivell girls. 

Neill showed Haynes a notebook in which 
were entered, among othsr things, the ini- 
tials,of the womon who had been poisoned, 
together with the deles of their deaths. 
There were initials which he said referred 
to Kllen Dodworth, Matilda Clover and the 
girls Marsh and Shrivell, and there were 
also the intials "L. H ,” which Haynes said 
referred to a girl named Louisa Harvey. 

Neill sajd that the Harvey girl had fallen 
dead on the street* l>etwocn the Royal 
Music Hall and tho . London Pavilion, and 
that sho was supposed to have died from 
natural causes, bet was actually poisoned 
by the person whom the police mistook bim 
for. 

Violet Beverley was a former companion 
of Matilda Clover, and after the police be¬ 
came suspicious of Neill she played a bold 
part at their request. She continued to re- 
ceive visit* from Neill, but kept a close 
watch upon him to prevent him from 
poisoning her. 

It is expected that a charge of murder 
will shortly be made against Neill.

COMMERCIAL PROGRESS 


All th« Colonist Represented—Lord 

Knutaford Welcome, (lie Delegates— 

W lint the frogmen Sets Forth. 

London, Judo 29.—The second Congress 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the British 
Empire opened at 10 o’clock in Mer¬ 
chant Tailors Hall, one of the richest cor¬ 
porations in Threadueedle-street. Sir John 
Lubbock, president of the London Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce,* presided and, assisted by 
the committee, welcomed the delegates sent 
from every portion of the British Empire. 
The Right Hon. Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
President of the Board of Trade, is vice- 
president of the Congress. 

Lord Brassev ottered a resolution, which 
was adopted, declaring that in the opiniou 
of this congress it is expedient that a prac¬ 
tical arrangement should, if possible, be de¬ 
vised to securo closer commercial union be¬ 
tween the Mother Country aud her colonies 
and dependencies. 

Sir John Lubbock, in behalf of the Lon- 
, don Chamber of Commerce, ottered a resolu¬ 
tion favoring a froo trade union of Great 
j Britain and her colonies. 

Sir Charles Tupper moved as an amend¬ 
ment the resolution of the Montreal Cham¬ 
ber of Cominerco,which was adopted by the 
Canadian delegates an a whole, in favor of 
slight differential duties. 

Sir Charles' speech currisd away the con¬ 
gress, all the Canadians being most enthusi¬ 
astic iu its support. 

Sir Donald Smith seconded the amend¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Wood of Hamilton made a speech in 
favorbf free trade between Canada and 
Great Britain. 

Many of the British delegates applauded 
Sir Charles Tuppcr's proposal, while others 
declared the increaso in the prico of food 
would be a fatal objection. 

At the a/ternoon session J. X. Perrault 
of Montreal and P. H. Burton of Toronto 
strongly supported a preferential tariff. 

Sir John Lubbock’s motion was adopted.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


THE REDISTRIBUTION BILL PASSES 
THE HOUSE. 


Various Amendments Were Proposed But 

All Were Voted Down—The Criminal 

Code Amendment Act Also Tassos — 

Business of the Commoui Practically 

Completed. 

Ottawa, June 29.— The fact that at the 
morning and afternoon session of the House 
the Redistribution Bill and the Criminal 
Code both passed through their final stages 
in committee, and were read a third time 
and passed, is tho beat possible evidence 
that a.good day’s work has been done, and 
it may now bo considered that prorogation 
next week is placed beyond peradventure. 

Sir John Thompson moved that 
tbe Redistribution Bill, after its passage, 
go into effect upon the dissolution of the 
present Parliament, which was carried. 

On the second reading Sir Richard Cart¬ 
wright moved his motion, which lie had 
given notico of and which was to unite the 
two Grenvillos, Front#uac and Lennox, 
which would provido for the two additional 
members given to Ontario and that the 
other constituencies in the province bo un¬ 
disturbed. 

Hiram Calvin, the new member for Fron- 
tcnac and succoasoi to theSiun. G. A. Kirk¬ 
patrick, protested against tbe amalgama¬ 
tion of the four counties. Ho accused Sir 
Richard of desiring to benefit his many 
business interests by uniting them. 

The amendment of Sir Richard Cart¬ 
wright was lost by 51 to 90. 

The House divided on a motion of Mr. 
Yeo to stick to county liues in Prince Ed¬ 
ward. It was lost by 54 to 87. Messrs. Maclean 
of East York, Weldon and Dickey voted 
for the amendment. 

After lunbheon Mr. Rechard moved an 
amendment to the effect that the two 

f iarishos taken from Missisquoi and placed 
n St. Johns and Iberville be replaced in i 
Missisquoi. Ix»t by a vote of 54 to 89 
against. Messrs. Pope, Pcllotier and Le- 
pine voted with tbe minority. 

Mr. Pelloticr then moved an amendment 1 
to the effect that the Indian village of 
Caughnawaga bo replaced iu the county of 
Napierville ami Luprairie, which was lost 
on division, and at 4 o'clock Mr Speaker 
had the pleasure of announciug that the 
Redistnbutiou Bill was passed.

He soos roturned with a revolvsr which he 
had taken from his bedroom and, without 
further dispute, aimod it at Wesson and 
fired. 

The Lullet entered Wesson s brain, kill¬ 
ing him instantly.

Wesson came to this country from 
England last fall aud has no relatives in the 
United States. 

The prisoner is a native of Wales and has 
been in this country 27 years. The two 
men had quarrelleJ several^timcs before 
when Jones had been drinking. On Hatur- 
dav, it is said, the prisoner asked WsAson to 
fight a duel.

Tim Criminal Code. 

The clause* of Hie Cilmliial Code nlilcli 
had been reserved from time to time were 
then taken up. 

Section 125 relating to the publication of 
false nows was attended so as to read as 
follows: “Every one Is guilty of an 
indictable offence, and liable to one year’s 
imprisonment, who wilfully aud knowing¬ 
ly publishes any false news or tale whereby 
injury or mischief is or is likely to lie oc¬ 
casioned.” 

Section 130 was amended to include 
members of Parliament and of the Provin¬ 
cial Legislatures, and now reads as follows: 
“Every one i» guilty of an indictable 
offence and liable to 14 years' imprison¬ 
ment, who, holding any judicial office or 
being a member of Parliament or of a 
Legislature, corruptly accepts or obtains or 
sgrees to accept or attempts to obtain for 
himself or any other person any money or 
valuable consideration, offico, place or em¬ 
ployment on account of anything already 
done or to be afterwards done or omitted 
by him in his judicial capacity or in his 
capacity as such member of Parliament or 
of the Legislature, or corruptly gives or 
offers to any such person or to any other 
person any such brlbo as aforesaid on ao- 
count of any such acf^r omission. ” 

Clause 205, relating to lotteries, was 
amended so as to change tho ponalty for 
selling lottery tickets from 20 to 2 years’ 
imprisonment or $'2000 fine, and provi¬ 
sion was made that any one buying a 
ticket shall be liable to a fine of $20. A 
now sub-clause was added exempting from 
the operation of the clause any company or 
association incorporated or authorized by 
tho Parliament of Canada or any local 
Legislature to run a lottery. 

The effect of thoso clauses if enforced 
will be to prohibit tho sale of foreign lot¬ 
tery tickets and give a monopoly to thoso 
lotteries already authorized by the Pro¬ 
vince of Quebec. 

Railway Xulaldlis. 

The railway subsidies were brought down 
to night. They are very long and amount 
altogether to over $5,000,000, but by fsr 
the greatest part ara re-votes, and the new 
subsidies only amount to about $1,600,000. 

Ottawa, June 29.—The-dull routine of 
the “strictly business” sessions of the 
morning and afternoon was broken last 
night by about three hours of the liveliest 
kind of a debate on tho Caron charges, 
which was started by Hir Richard Cart¬ 
wright on the motion to go into supply and 
continued by Sir John Thompson, Hon. 
Mr. I.auriur and Hon Mr. Ouimot. There 
was no amendment offered an l no vote was 
taken. The matter was simply talked out 
and then the House got into supply and 
passed items until midnight, when it ad¬ 
journed until Thursday.

STHITK WT LIOHTNfNO. 

Perth, June 21.—Dr. John K. McKinley 
who was struck by lightning last week, has 
written a letter to tho Expositor giving an 
account of his unique experience. The 
doctor says:—“As the employment of elec¬ 
tricity for capital punishment has been 
attracting a good deal of attention among 
scientists of late, it might be of interest, if 
not of actual benefit, to narrate an occur 
rence which happened last Thursday near 
Perth, to myself and three companions. 
Making a visit to the farm of my brother, he 
with his two men were cultivating a crop 
of potatoes, when a thunder shower sudden 
ly arose, and to escape getting wot, the 
three hid behind a large granite rock near 
a green maple tree, myself standing under 
an umbrella quite close to the others. As 
the shower was drawing to a close the 
lightning seemed to be so near as to call j 
forth some remark, and then suddenly 1 
experienced a sensation or knowledge of 
something happening, followed by 

COMPLETE OnLIVIOUSNESS. 

After a period of probably five or ten 
minutes as nearly as can bo ascertained, 
light and returning consciousness prompted 
me to look around at my companions. 
They were lying close together, evidently 
dead. On a closer examination the eve 
lids twitched slightly as well as the muscles 
of the legs and armB. I realized at once 
that the cause of the disaster was a lightn 
ing stroke and set about trying to resunci 
tate them with such means as 1 had at my 
disposal, and was soon rewarded by know¬ 
ing that ono at least was slowly though 
surely gaining. The other two, though 
they regained slightly at lirst, seemed the 
second time to sink, the face becoming pale 
tho lips and eyelids blue, but after another 
shaking up the circulation again started 
afresh and recovery was gradual from that 
timeonw»rL To sum up, I myself, must 
have been altogether insensible for at least 
five to tsn minutes. One of the others was 
a full half hour before lie 

KECAINKO PARTIAL IXJNSCIOCKMEHH 
or could stand without support The 
other two were fully throe quarters of an 
hour before they could use their limbs or 
understand what had happened and all 
three were far from being natural for some 
hours after they received the stroke. In 
none of the cases was there any pain nr 
discomfort experienced until consciousness 
returned them, the two most hurt felt a 
sickening of the stomach, which ended in 
vomiting about an hour aftertho accident. 
The third experienced a ptwhal paralysis 
of ono leg which was burned and blistered, 
and the only feeling I ha 1 was as if 1 had 
received a blow on the side of the head. 
The pupils of the eyes were strongly con¬ 
tracted and their pulses rapid and weak in 
all the cases.

Prof. McKcown delivered a very practi*, 
cal address to farmers and others iu the 
Council Chamber, liapanee, on Thursday 
evening ot last week. The addrest was 
principally intended for Patrons of cheese 
factories. The attendance was ratber slim 
The Professor pointed out the differences 
of summer and winter dairying, showing 
results to be obtained from the same num¬ 
ber of cows s able fed and grass fed during 
the summer months the advantage being 
in favour of the stable fed animals. True 
there was plenty of grass just now, but 
later on there might be a gross shortage, 
consequently the farmer who provided for 
such contingencies was sure to cems out 
ahead in the long ruu. He is the practical 
farmer. The profits of stable fed animals 
as oompared with those'on the meadow 
was two to one in favour of tbs stabled 
cows. The professor spoke highly of the 
Babcock milk test.-r, saying it would no 
doubt oome into general use. He showed 
that the farmer whose milk only showed 
three per oent of fat shoald not receive as 
much for his milk per cwt. as the farmer 
whose milk showed four per cent. He also 
showed that the cow wfiioh was properly 
fed during the winter miuths was tne more 
profitable in the summer, thus tbe farmer 
was remunerated for his cars and outlay* 
The professor was very hard on the roan 
who met his neighbor on friendly terms 
day by day and was at tbe tame tim# etab- 
btng him in the back by sending adnjterat- 
ed milk to the Cheese factory each elolter 
ation being accomplished either byth* ad¬ 
dition of water or by skimming.
